She is exciting 
the natural jealousy of England and diverting the at- 
tention of Europe from the slow but regular and 
steady advances of Russia in the East. Some IpEA 
of France ruling the West, and Russia the East, may 
have crossed Napoleon’s mind. He, too, may have 
been duped by Russian intrigues, and for Empire’s 
sake have risked the chancé of that Empire’s stability. 
But now French blood has again flowed in union with 
English. Of the French force engaged one-fourth 
fell, and the French Ambassador as well as the Eng- 
lish has ignominiously retreated. For this a 
vengeance, swift, stern, and sharp, is required 
by the two countries. Let us hope that in the 
conflict which must arise the instigators of 
this outrage will be discovered, and France rise 
above petty jealousies to a sense of her danger 
from the common foe of justice, civilisation, and 
liberty. 


The Times on Chinese Treachery :— 


The Treaty with China is at an end! By an act 
faithless, barbarous, and treacherous, that Treaty has 
been violated ! But the barbarians who have so rudely 
abrogated their compact will now learn what are the 
tremendous penalties imposed by civilisation on a san- 
guinary and causeless breach of Treaties, and feel the 
vengeance which even their perverted subtlety and 
crude metaphysics must admit to be necessary and just. 
We all remember how, in consequence of certain out- 
rages on the persons engaged in carrying on our com- 
merce with China, the great nations principally engaged 
in relations with that Empire found it incumbent on 
them to take such steps as would bring the Chinese 
authorities to reason in their connexion with the civi- 
lised States of the world. Those outrages were but 
aggravations of the ordinary conditions under which any 
trade with China was maintained, notwithstanding the 
severe chastisement administered to the Chinese Govern- 
ment in the several conflicts it had proveked by its 
insolence and ignorant presumption. In the course 
of the war which ensued, England, France, the United 
States,and Russia, by a course of action concerted 
or independent, succeeded in obtaining a series of 
concessions embodied in Treaties, which were accept- 
ed by the representatives of those States with reason- 
able satisfaction, and by England especially with 
entire content. One of the incidents of the 
Treaties obtained by France and England was, that 
the Ambassadors of those countries should repair 
to Pekin to exchange ratifications with the Ministers of 
the Chinese Emperor. Lord Elgin, who seemed assured 
of his success, and Baron Gros, who represented France, 
had acted throughout the whole of the operations in a 
spirit which promised the best results, But it must be 
admitted that, notwithstanding the triumphs of the 
Allies in all those operations—not withstanding the easy 
capture of Canton, and the success of expeditions which 
met with little opposition except from tortuous navi- 
gation and narrow chatinels—there have been, since 
the Treaties were signed, manifestations of a syirit 
which ought to have inspired some fear either 
that the ese Government was not  sufficie 
strong to coerce its own subjects, or that it was 
determined to resist as far as it could the exe- 
cution of the 1 which we had forced upon its of- 
ficers., In the neighbourhood of Canton hostile forces 
collected after the war was at an end, which, as 
far as we know, were openly countenanced by the Man- 
darins of the Court. We were told, too, of myste- 
rious consequences that would follow if we persisted in 
thrusting our Ambassadors on the Celestial presence in 
Pekin ; but still we were quite assured uf our complete 
success.

That there may be no mistake about the completeness 
of the repulse we are told that the Plenipotentiaries 
have returned to Shanghai, that the hopeof carrying out 
the Treaty has been abandoned, that a fresh war is 
considered imminent, and that, though the Allies occupy 
Canton, all trade with the interior is intetrupted. 
When we consider that the loss of officers and men in 
this attatk is very much greater than that of the whole 
British fleet in the engagement with the sea defences 
of Sebastopol on the 17th of October, 1854, we may ap- 
preciate its actual severity, but in the necessity of an- 
other Chinese war the result is still more unfortunate. 
The names of Shadwell and Vansittart among the 
wounded would imply that the two heavy frigates which 
they commanded—the Magicienne and Highiyer—were 
engaged in the action, and the Commander-in-Chief of 
the naval force in the East Indies must also have 
taken part in the operations, as he is returned in the 
sanie list. Of the loss of officers there are two estimates.

There have indeed been but too evident proofs 
te the contrary. ‘The American executive have there- 
fore resolved.to greatly increase the efficiency and stimu- 
late the activity of the cruisers en ed under their 
flag for the prevention of the African slave trade. The 
treaty with England requires that a squadron carrying 
80 guns shall be employed for this purpose. But not 
much zeal has been hitherto manifested in making even 
this force as useful as it might be. The vessels have not 
been wtll adapted to their duty, and the depót of the 
African 


has been much too far removed from 
the principal seats of the traffic. On the coast of Cuba 
the American cruisers have been notoriously insufficient 
to prevent the carrying on of the slave e by Ameri- 
can subjects in that market, which is at present the only 
one left open. A hearty co-operation with the English 
preventive squadron! would have closed the Cuban. 
market, and put an entire stop to the horrors of the 
middle passage, and especially would that result have 
been achieved if the activity that seems to be now awaken- 
ing amongst American officials at their own ports, in 
preventing the surreptitious fitting up and departure 
of diave vessels, had not been allowed to slumber 
too lotig: We rejoice, however, at the course 
which the American Government is now taking. The 
squadron employed in the preventive service is to be 
increased to 116 guns, and vessels of light draught, pro- 
pélled by steam, and able to penetrate shallow waters, 
areto be employed on the African coast. The naval 
depot is to be removed to St. Paul de Loando, nearer by 
2,000 miles to the present principal points of the traffic 
than the former depot. Four fast steamers will also beem- 
ployed in watching the Cuban coast, and all these mea- 
sures ate being put into execution with laudable despatch. 
This evidence of thedetermination of the Government to 
prevent the disgracing of the American flag by its employ- 
ment in the piratical slave trade will show the pro-slave 
trade agitators of the South that their doctrines will 
not be tolerated by any respectible portion of the 
citizens of the Union. It is the proper way of mieeting 
thequestion. Those persons who may engage in the 
abominable enterprise of slave-trading are assured that 
by doing so they will incur the pains of piracy under 
the federal laws, which can on no account be altered 
without a disruption of the bonds which hold the diffe- 
rent States together in onetinion ; and additional force is 
given to the warning by the adoption of efficient mea- 
sures of police upon the high seas, on both sides of the 
ocean. Mr. Buchanan is to be congratulated for the 
steps he has taksn, when near the close of his presidency, 
toavert from the national character the dire disgrace 
with which it was threatened.

The contrast between the incessant 
rocking, rolling motion of the smaller vessel. and the 
calm immobility of the larger one, was most ‘striking. 
Whether the great size of the ship will add to the com- 
fort of her passengers by abolishing the fatal malady 
of sea sickness altogether, yet remains to be proved 
in ithe long roll of the Atlantic waves, but that she will 
al ‘(ast largely diminish its violence is already an as- 
ccftained fact ; although there were sharp squalls and 
a chopping sea nearly all through the trip, not the 
alightons moon venison was felt by any of the visiters, 
nov even among the fairer portion of the passengers.

Though the squally state of the weather damped the 
pleasure ci all on board, yet it afforded an opportunity 
oftrying the staying properties of the ship, now under 
paddle as well as screw, and it was the wish of Mr. 
Scott Russell and all on board to meet a good gale of 
wind, At a moderate computation, the distance from 
the deck to the water could not be much 
fess than forty feet, while the vessel iteelf is 
nearly 700 feet long. This area would of course 
present an enormous surface to the force of the wind 
and formed the subject of considerable discussion as to 
the cflect it would have on her seagoing qualities. There 
could have been no better opportunity than that of Fri- 
day to test the true value of the prophecies of those who 
asserted that she must overturn or be driven consider- 
ably out of her course. The very contrary of such va- 
ticinations was the actual case; the ship was as stiffand 
steady as though she still remained on her cra@les in the 
Ísle of Dogs, and her course was as calm and true as 
‘hough she was sailing on a still lake without a capfull 
of wind. The result of this trial was most satisfactory, 
and proved so far the perfect adaptability of the vessel 
to the extended scale of ocean traffic for which she is 
constructed. The North Foreland was sighted ata 
quarter to eleven ; Margate passed at eleven, and the 
Horcland a few minutes after twelve, In spite of the 
squally weather and chopping sea, several steamers came 
out from Margate and Ramsgate filled with passengers, 
who, we supposed, cheered lustily as they passed round 
the vessel, though we could not hear them. but saw 
them waving their hats. Had the weather "been of a 
more favourable nature they would doubtless have lin- 
gered longer about the wonderful a men of marine 
architecture which steamed, undist 1 DY the sturmy 
wind and angry Sea which tossed them about like toys.

Just after passing the North Foreland an American 
passed, and excited considerable interest on board by 
her rig, she being at the time under close-reefed topsails, 
and her royals set. She saluted the Great Eastern in 
the most enthusiastic manner, and dipped her colours. 
The rain now came down sharply, and every object on 
board was partially concealed by athick haze. Through 
this drizzle the Great Eastern threaded her way among 
the numerous ships which sought shelter or waited a 
favourable wind in the Downs. Every crew crowded’ 
on deck, and seemed to gaze at the monster vessel in 
astonishment, and in despite of the depressing nature 
of the weather, cheered, and recheered, as with calm 
and unruffled majesty she pursued her course. 
One thing especially had a most interesting éffect— 
a transport was lying in the Downs with some compa- 
mies of troops for India, and as the Great Eastern passed 
her, she manned her yards with all her troops and 
crew, who gave three ringing hurrahs to testify their 
sympathy in her suceess. It is certainly a most note- 
worthy fact that both the Royal Navy and the mer- 
chant service unite in doing honour to this Titan of a 
ship. Only two exceptions have hitherto occurred, In 
her passage down the Thames to the Nore, a Trinity 
barge and a revenue cutter passed by her, taking no no 
tice whatever--refusiug to render their meed of con 
vulation on her jong-deferred success— other ships in 
the Downs in detail as she passed having tak nup the 
cheers, the Great Eastern, about half-past ‘wo, ripidly 
approached the South Foreland. Before s' e had cvunded 
the point, however, a welcome break in tie cléuds to 
S.W. heralded the approach of finer weather. The pro- 
mise given by this circumstance was amply redeemed : 
the mists gradually dispersed, the rain as gradually di- 
minished, till it altogether ceased, and the only thing 
wauting to complete the pleasure of the trip was forth- 
coming.

One lady, Mrs. Parry, 
went into the saloon, and after playing for a short time 
on the piano, was ascending the staircase, and had just 
reached the top stair, when she was thrown forward, 
and the staircase and deck cabin were blown into 
thousands of spliriters. Most happily the lady received 
only a slight concusion from the fall, Mr. Francis Fuller 
was standing close by the spot where the funnel fell, but 
he esca with the slightest possible contusion. The 
only injury which any of the passengers sustained was 
in the case of Mr. Rawlinson, the assistant of Mr. Gray, 
of Liv 1, who supphed the compasses to the great 
ship. r. Rawlinsori was in the lower deck saloon when 
the accident occurred, and owing to one of the doors or 
portion of the cabin partition falling obliquely over him, 
he was prevented from being crushed beneath the mass 
of fragments which were heaped above him. He was re- 
moved from his perilous position in a few minutes after 
the occurrence of the accident by several of the passen- 
gers, who hastened down to the lower cabin to see if 
any assistance could be rendered to any unfortunate 
persons who might be in the cabins which cluster round 
the saloon thick asthe cells of honeycomb. The only 
person found was Mr. Rawlinson ; he was considera- 
ably bruised and contused, but, most providentially, no 
bones were broken or serious injury sustained. 

Unfortunately, the unhappy men who were at work 
in the stoke-holes and tending the furnaces suffered 
severely. One poor fellow, it is supposed hy some per- 
sons, was either severely burned or scalded, and threw 
himself ovcrboard out of one of the port-holes, for a 
man was seen swimming for a few seconds before the 
paddles, and must have been instantly crushed and torn 
to death in the huge wheel. Another account of the 
mode in which the pour man came by his death was that 
he was standing with two other men throwing cinders 
into the sea from the coal-hole, when the force of the 
concussion was suchas to throw him over the ship’s 
side. His two companions were saved by the merest 
hair-breadth escape, one of the men clinging to the other, 
and both falling in the gangway, a short distance from 
the ship’s side. The ship was going twelve knots at the 
least at the time, and there was a heavy swell on the 
water, and all attempts to save the man by lowering the 
boats were fruitless. A number of life-buoys and 
hatches were thrown over, but none of them could have 
reached the drowning man. Believing that one of the 
boilers had exploded, fears were entertained that the whole 
body of stokers and engineers attending the paddle-engines 
were killed. M. Trotman went down the air shaft commu- 
nicating with the other boilers. Seeing by the light of 
the furnaces a number of men moving about, he en- 
quired if they were all right,and the response sent up 
from these lowest depths of the ship were “ All right at 
present, but we don’t know how long.” They were told 
to keep quiet, and stay where they were; that they 
would be of no service on deck, and all would be well in 
a few minutes. The gallant fellows remained by their 
fiery furnaces with resoluté good will. In the case of 
the firemen tending the other set of boilers a very differ- 
ent scene was taking place. Ropes were thrown down, 
and one by one, wounded, bleeding, and staggering men 
were drawn up, their black, begrimed faces forming a 
ghastly contrast with scalded portions of their limbs and 
bodies. The men were taken aft to the hospital, and 
to cabins, where mattresses and blankets -yete laid for 
them. Twelve men in all were hoisted tp from the 
seething stoke-holes. One ofthe men died-a few hours 
after, and the second at nine o’clock on Saturday morn- 
ing. Nine men still lay ina most dangerous state, of 
whom five at least are expected to follow in a few hours 
the fate of their unfortunate comrades. 

Then, in the midst of all this contusion, there spread, 
with more than the rapidity of the electric telegraph, 
the most unfounded and exaggerated rumours. One 
gentleman, an authority in engineering matters, took us 
aside, and whispered, “ Entre nous, a portion of the 
ship’s side is blown out, and she is fast filling with 
water.” Another report, and one which there appeared 
to be good reason for believing, and which was by no 
means improbable, was that the ship was on. fire. 
Lengths of hose were brought from various parts of the 
ship and attached to the pumps, the men were hurrying 
to and fro with buckets, and tohs of Water were poured 
in torrents down into the spacious hold of the ship, 
which still threw up dense volumes of steam and smoke. 
All the time the good ship kept on in her course as 
though nothing had happened ; the massive engine con- 
tinued to make about six revolutions, the giant wheels 
revolved as heretofore, and the screw kept steadily work- 
ing at 32—about two-thirds hc? speed. 


The rumours that the ship was on fire, or that she 
was rapidly filling with water, were strengthened by the 
stentorian shouts from the pilot of “ hard a port,” re- 

ted rapidly and vehemently. Orders, it was stated, 
been confidently given torun the ship ashore near 
Hastings, or beach her at the first fitting favourable 
spot that could be found.

, Mr. Scott Russell stated, 
in an after-dinner speech only the night previous to the 
disaster, that he had not introduced or permitted any 
novelties in the construction of the great ship. This 
“feed water casing” is no novelty. It has been 
adopted in many ships, and a fatality appears to 
attach to its use, for it is seldom employed for any 
length of time without resulting in some accident, The 
latest and most memorable instance of the evils which 
this plan may produce—previous to its explosion in the 
Great Eastern---was in the case of the Malakoff, and be- 
fore the destruction of the ship several other vessels had 
been lost through this arrangement. It would seem as 
though, when engineers depart in the slightest de 
from the consideration of elements of force, áin: a 
power, and endeavour at the same time to modify or con- 
ceal the real character of the agent which they employ, 
their efforts result in failure. Mr. Brunel or Mr. Scott 
Russell, or whoever may be the responsible parties, 
ought to know that, if novelties are not to be used be- 
cause they are untried, one hasa right to demand that 
the experience obtained in the working of well-tried 
schemes should not be overlooked. Thereis blame, and 
s in some department, for an accident 
which has already destroyed the lives of several men, 
which will yet, we fear, result in the death of several 
others, and most seriously endangered the lives of hun- 
dreds Of other persons, and which will, no doubt, do 
much to retard the posperity of an enterprise in the suc- 
cess of which the world has felt an unusual degree of in- 
terest. 
THE EFFECTS OF THE EXPLOSION. 


As soon as the heat and steam had sufficiently cleared 
to admit of descending into the saloon, the sight which 


The splendid chamber which Mr. Crace had elabo- 
rated with so much care and design, with so much 
appropriateness to its constructional character, was a 
perfect ruin, and its artist designer stood silent and 
amazed at the havoc which in a moment had been made 
of all his cherished designs. A colossal mirror in the 
after part of the saloon had disappeared ; not a fragment 
was left in the gorgeous gilt framing ; but, strange freak 
of the demon of destruction, the mirror just behind 
the funnel which had shot upwards was untouched, as 
well as the two on each side of the saloon, and which 
now reflected between them a long vista of ruins. 
The mirrors which formed the covering of the funnel 
which had been the cause of so much mischief were 
literally smashed to atoms, and large fragments of the 
broken glass were hurled upon deck a long distance 
aft of the paddle wheels. The ornamental bronzed 
columns which supported the gilt cornices and elaborate 
ornamentation were either struck down or bent into the 
most fantastic shapes ; the flooring, consisting of three- 
inch planks, was upheaved in several places; thegang- 
ways leading to the sleeping cabins at the sides were 
shot away ; the hand-rails were gone, and the elegant 
carpet concealed beneath a chaos of fragments of finery. 
The books on the shelves of the library remained un- 
moved, the piano was thrown on one side, and the floor 
presented huge upheaving and rent chasms, through 
which might be seen the still greater ruin in the lower 
cabin. Below the saloon or drawing-room is the saloon 
of the lower deck, which was, of course, traversed by 
the same funnel as the one above it. On each side of 
these spacious saloons were small staircases leading to 
blocks of sleeping cabins, scarcely one of which would 
have been without its two or more occupants a few 
hours later in the evening. They are now blown down 
like a house of cards. The bedding and furniture which 
they contained form heaps of dislocated chairs, and 


the partitions are forced outwards, the staircases lead- 
ing to them must be sought in the splinters and broken 
wood which lie in heaps in the lower saloon. By the 
aid of a ladder we succeeded in reaching the eabin which 
we had occupied the previous evening, and wondered 
how, if we had not been crushed by the concussion, we 
should ever have been able in the FA rkness of the night 
to have escaped from the maze of ruin which presented 
itself on every hand. Descending from the sleeping 
cabins once more into the saloon, we picked our way 
amid heaps of splintered timber and over torn gaps in 
the flooring to a spot from which we could lodk down 
into the vasty hollow where the “ collapse” had occurred. 
There was a torn and ragged circumference of 
the fatal iron casing, and within it were some 
of the lower portions of the funnel reposing on the upper 
surface of the boiler. The iron plates were-rent at the 
rivets and tornin the centres’; some were rolled up like

huge masses of paper,and blown away into a distant 
corner of the saloon ; the steam pipes and syphon tube 
were lying in and upon the torn miasses, as though giant 
demons had played at quarter-stick with them and 
thrown them hurriedly down a8 they fled in the cloud 
of steam and tumult whick they had raised. The mas- 
sive two feet flange wrought-iron girders which sup- 
ported the lower deck were,in the neighbotrrhood of the 
accident curved and bent into strangely irregular forms, 
and the fact of these masses of metal having yielded 
afforded the strongest and most striking evidence of the 
terrific force of the explosion. Descendirig still lower, 
into the regions df the furnaces and boilers, there were 
abundant evidences of the injury which had been 
caused. Happily the boiler stood firm, and, so far as we 
were able to observe, not a rivet had started. All 
the furnace doors of the forward pair of boilers were 
open, and the fire had been raked out, as after the 
accident they were not, of course, used, and the engines 
were propelled with the other pair of boilers. Some 
shreds atidtorn plates of the casing remained in the 
lower part, and the rough, jagged, and uneven edges 
show the part at which the funnel separated previous to 
its ascent through the tiers of cabins. The huge tube 
was again severed at the flanges, and the two portions 
lie like colossal fallen columns upon the deck. 


There is one point in connexion with the accident 
which makes the recent journey a most severe trial trip. 
Notwithstanding an explosion which would have 
shattered to atoms any other ship in the world, and 
destroyed the largest man of war afloat, the great ship 
kept on her course as though nothing whatever had 
occurred. Persons seated in the vast compartment of 
the ship, and within a few yards of the scene of the ac- 
cident felt no concussion at the moment of the disruption. 
The loud report was heard of course, and the shower of 
blocks of wood and broken glass afforded decisive evidence 
that there was something wrong. But there was no 
other means of knowing that an explosion had occurred. 

Some gentlemen remaining in the saloon after the 
majority of the company had gone on deck were about

cealed, by the removal of all evidence of mishap from the 
decks, or by concealing the fractured portions, with tar- 
pauling that itwas not until the landing of the passengers 
that the slightest rumour of disaster reached the shore. 
The enormous funnel lying helplessly across the forward 
deck served only. to whet curiosity, and not to excite 
alarm. The vessels, therefore, which surrounded the 
strange ship, and which cheered her asthey swept round, 
were, doubtless, surprised that no response issued from 
her lofty decks. . The lively strains of the band on board 
the City of Exeterscrew steamer, which had come from 
Plymouth laden with pleasure-seeking passengers, awa- 
kened only painful recollections. A sort of instinct 
seemed at last to seize the minds of the occupants of the 
smaller craft,and though they still continued to steer 
round, it was in silence, only brokn by the cheer of some 
additional yacht or steam-tug, laden from stem to stern 
with living freight, who came to see the Great East- 
ern, in ignorance ot the calamity with which she had 
been visited. | 

During the stay of the vessel at Portland, the South- 
Western Railway has organised a series of excursions 
from almost every pant on their line, besides others, by 
their steamboats fromthe Channel Islands, Southampton, 
Isle of Wight, and Havre. The very liberal scale of 
fares adopted by the company for the occasion will 
doubtless have the effect of attracting large numbers 
of visiters.

CONDUCT OF THE OFFICERS AND PILOT ON BOARD. 

It would be unjus: to pass unnoticed the very sailor- 
like conduct of Mr. Atkinson, the pilot of the vessel. 
When the ex; losion took place, and the mass of steam 
rushed throughjthe deck, accompanied by broken glass, 
the enormous tunnel, and the dedris of the cabin furniture, 
Mr. Atkinson, wholly unmoved, kept his position on 
the gallery amidships. Being solicited in the very 
midst of the alarming confusion to come down, he replied, 
“ That he knew nothing of the ergines; he was there to 
take care of the ship, and while she was a ship he would 
stick toher.’’ Sevell, fifth officer ofthe vessel, who 
had followed Captain Harrison from the Cunard line, 
kept to his place at the wheel, although for a moment 
he was with every one else wholly ignorant as to what 
| next might happen. In this crisis it was found that 
the plan of the steering apparatus answered perfectly. It 
is the ingenious contrivance of Mr. Langley, of Black- 
wall. By its means Sewell was enabled to steer the 
ship with as much certainty by a signal to those aft as 
if he himself had been at the stern. This arrangement 
consists of a small dial with a movable indev, is secure- 
ly fixed on the bridge, and connected by rods with 
another of the same description at the stern of the vessel, 
in front of the man at the wheel. A movement of the 
index finger uf this contrivance to port or starboard 
on the bridge givesgan identical movement to the one 
infront of thehelmsman at the same moment. By a 
similar plan the rudder itself is connected with a second 
small ‘dial before the helmsman, which tells by its index 
that they have exactly obeyed orders, while this com- 
municating in its turn to the officer on the bridge, shows 
him that his intentions have been executed; the move- 
ment of the latter dial being regulated by. those at the 
rudder, the officer on duty has always the helm before 
him, so that the men cannot deviate a quarter of a point 
from her course even fora second. We may state also 
that the communication by electricity With the engine- 
room was found to answer admirably. The gallant con- 
duct of several of the officers and men also deserved 
special notice. Among others Mr. Prowse, the chief 
mate ; Hawkins, boatswain, who was the first to accom- 
pany Captain Harrison after the accident ; Fisher, ordi- 
nary seaman, whe also rendered great servicein assisting 
in bringing up the wounded stokers and firemen. At 
breakfast, a suggestion thrown out by several gentlemen 
to the effect that some mark of respect for the gallant 
and daring conduct of the men, and of sympathy for the 
sufferers and wives and families of the wounded, met 
with a cordial response, when brought forward by Lord 
Alfred Paget,a sum of over £120 being immediately 
handed over to the officers of the ship for distribution in 
accordance with the wishes of the passengers. 

Every: possible assistance was rendered to the sufferers 
by the two medical officers, Mr. Slater and Mr. Watson, 
aided by the liberally tendered professional assistance of 
Dr. Markham, who happened fortunately to be on board. 
Under their auspices the wounded men were taken into 
some quiet corner of one of the cabins, or below, where 
everything that human skill could do either to lessen 
anguish or preserve life was accomplished. The doctors 
of the vessel could hardly have expected so serious a de- 
mand on their professional ability at so early a period, 
but they acquitted themselves manfully under the un- 
anticipated pressure, and deserve the warmest ac- 
knowledgments for the zeal and consideration with which 
they executed their very painful task. 


RAPIp TRAVELLING.---They who left Dublin per the 
Havelock, on Wednesday, the 7thinst., at half-past five 
p.m. were landed at Glasgow on Thursday morning a few 
minutes after nine o’clock, the vessel’s run (deducing 
difference of Irish time, and twenty minutes lost calling 
at Greenock) being only fourteen hours and fifty two 
minutes from quay to quay.

Mr. Dowling, during his perambulations on Sunday, was 
followed by an insolent and excited crowd, who lost no 
opportunity to annoy and illtreat him; and the police, 
who followed his footsteps, and afforded him protection, 
when necessary, perceiving that his life was endangered, 
thought it most advisable to bring him to Sack ville-place 
Station-house, where he remained until seven o clock in 
the evening, when he repaired to his home. The first of 
the inculpated parties in the present instance, was one | 
John O’Neil, labourer, of Little Strand-street, who was 
charged by Police-constable William Kelly, 64 D, with 
being a member of a riotous and disorderly crowd in 
Lower Abbey-street, on Sunday last, and with having 
assaulted Mr. Dowling by taking hold of his hand and 
putting him down on the public thoroughfare. The pri- 
soner not being able to afford any justification for his 
conduct, was ordered to find two bails in £10 each, and him- 
selfin £20, or be imprisoned for one month. John Mul- 
derry was next charged with grossly and wanton! y assault- 
ing Mr. Dowling in Beresfurd-place, by giving him a kick 
in the back.

Bere and rye may be said to be an 
extinct race of crops here, as there is hardly a field of 
either grown tor miles round.—Correspondent of the 
Wexford Constitution.

TRACKING POWERS OF THE BLOODHOUND, 

The magnificent animal which is termed the bloud- 
hound, on account of its peculiar facility for tracking a 
wounded animal through all the mazes ef its devious 
course, is very scarce in England, as there is but little 
need of these dogs for its chief employment. In the 
“good old times” this animal was largely used by 
thief-takers, for the purpose of tracking and securing 
the robbers who in those days made the country unsafe, 
and laid the roads under a black mail. Sheep-stealers, 
who were much more common when the oflence was 
visited with capital punishment, were frequently detected 
by the delicate nose of the bloodhound, which would, 
when once laid on the scent, follow it up with unerring 
precision, unravelling the single trail from among a 
hundred crossing footsteps, and only to be baffled by 
water or blood. Water. holds no seent, and if the hunted 
man is able to take a long leap into the water, and get 
out again in some similar fashion, he may set at defiance 
the bloodhound’s nose. If blood be spilt upon the 
track, the delicate olfactories of the animal are blunted, 
and it is nu longer able to follow the comparatively weak 
scent which is left by the retreating footsteps. Both 
these methods have been successfully employed, but in 
either case great caution is needed. When the hound 
suspects that the quarry has taken to the water, it 
swims backward and forward, testing every inch of the 
bank ou both sides, and applying its nose to every leaf, 
stick, or frothy scum that comes floating by. In this 
country the bloodhound is chiefly employed§in deer- 
shooting, aiding the sportsman by singling out some 
animal, and keeping it ever before him, and by driving 
itin certain directions, giving to its muster an opportu- 
nity for a shot from his rifle. Should the deer not fall 
to the shot, but be only wounded, it dashes off at a 
greatly increased pace, followed by the bloodhound, 
which here displays his qualities. Being guided by the 
blood-drops that stud the path of the wounded animal, 
the hound has an easy task in keeping the trail, and by 
dint of persevering exertion is sure to come up with his 
prey at last. ‘The bloodhound is generaily irascible in 
temper, and, therefore, a rather dangerous animal to be 
meddled with by any one excepting its owner. 
is its desire for blood, and so utterly is it excited when 
it reaches its prey, that it will often keep its master ab 
bay when he approaches, and receive his over.ures with 
such unmistakable indications of anger that he will 
not venture to approach until his dog has satisfied its 
appetite on the carcase of the animal which it has 
brought to the ground. When fairly on the track of the 
deer the bloodhound utters a peculiar, long, loud, and 
deep bay, which, if once heard will never be forgotten,
